Passes Two Conflicting Bills. 


Such ideas of governmental! partici- 
pation in business have simmered 
down now in congress—for the time 
being—principally into the Lemroot- 
Anderson bill. Between that bill and 
the Capper bill there is a profound 
contradiction. The senate solved this 
contradiction by simply amiably pass- 
ing both Bills. It was more or less 
as if it had enacted Buddhism and 
Mohammedanism simultaneously. Both 
religions are presumably excellent 
religions, but a country which tried 
officially to practice both of them at 
the same time might get tangled. 

The fact is that in this matter of 
banking credits we have now come to 
a sharp parting of the ways. Does 
the Capper bill hold out a hope tbat 
private capital can still accomplish the 
financing of agriculture? Or—at a mo- 
ment when we are contemplating a 
subsidy to our shipping industry—and 
at a moment when through tax exempt 
securities we are already giving an 
enormous subsidy to our municipal in- 
dustries—and at a moment when we 
soon shall be contemplating a govern- 
mental loan and therefore a govern- 
mental subsidy for freight cars and 
focomotives to our railroad industry~— 
must we also governmentally subsi- 
dize our basic industry of agriculture? 

I will analyze the answers given to 
those questions in the provisions of 
the Capper and Lenroot bills.

Madison, Wis., Feb. 19.—The sterili- 
zation of females in the institutions for 
the feeble-minded has been successful, 
resulting in many of the patients being 
paroled, according to the report of the 
state board of control, which will be 
filed with the legislature tomorrow. 

** Operations for sterilization for the 
prevention of procreation have been 


continued during the biennial period,” 
says the report, “and operations were 
performed on seventeen inmates of the 
Wisconsin Home for the Feeble-Minded 
during the period. 

“Many of the inmates that were 
sterilized, especially the females, have 
been paroled and sent home, and gen- 
erally speaking they are doing well. A 
large percentage of the inmates are 
low grade imbeciles and custodial cases, 
however, and could not be placed out if 
sterilized, but must have institutional 
care.”

INTO FLAPPERDOM 


Even Parents in ‘‘Plot,” 
Mrs. Hale Asserts.

Young girls are “ doped” into metro- 
politan flappers, according to Mrs. 
Forbes Robertson Hale, who spoke last 
night at Sinai temple on “The Filap- 
per.” 

The “dope,” she charged, is admin- 
istered by the parents, by the writers, 
the motion picture actresses, the win- 
dow trimmers, to mention but a few of 


the emotional narcotic peddlers. 
“Everywhere the young girl of 
today goes,’’ the speaker declared, 
“she is urged to turn into a flapper. 
Every magazine cover portrays a beau- 


4iful girl, dressed in the prevailing mode 


and ‘made up’ within an inch of her 
ears. 
Says Dose Follows Dose. 

“When she turns the pages of the 
magazines, the advertisements carry 
on the work started by the girl on the 
cover. They urge her to ‘have the 
bloom of youth’ at so much per box; 
they beseech her to buy pearls on the 
installment plan, and they suggest that 
she have father purchase a new high 
powered motor.” 

And when the young girl wanders 
into the corner movie or the downtown 
theater she receives another shot of 
“dope,” this time in the way of untrue, 
sloppy sentimentalism. The heroine, so 
the speaker stated, is always a bril- 
liant stenographer or a clever tele- 
phone girl, who, at the end of two 
years at the most marries the son of 
her millionaire employer. 

Once in the shopping district, the 
ring of “dope” peddiers widens. This 
counter urges the girl to discard her 
dress with a high neck; that display 
commands her to throw away the shoes 
that fit her feet and buy strange look- 
ing things with high heels. 


“Be Stylish” Seen as Peril. 


The slogan of these peddlers, Mrs. 
Hale declared, is the dangerous motto, 
** Be stylish.” 

As antidotes to “ flapper dope,” Mrs. 
Hale recommended grandmothers, baby 
brothers, reading aloud, healthful ex- 
ercise, and a “ holding back rather than 
pushing forward, socially.” 

“In former times,” the speaker recol- 
lected, “ nearly every child had a grand- 
mother in the house, or at least in the 
same town. Now there is hardly a 
family in New York with grandpar- 
ents nearer than 500 miles. As a re 
sult there is no old fashioned infiu- 
ence.” 

The baby brother likewise is nearty 
extinct, according to the lecturer, ow- 
ing, she said, to the smal! size of the 
modern family. “ When the young girl 
is of the flapper age her youngest 
brother or sister is usually 14.” 

Decrying the habit of youngsters 
riding to school in limousines, Mrs. 
Hale urged exercise for flappers. 

Objects to Early Debats. 

Too early social debut of girls also 
was attacked, as were grown up balls 
attended by 16 year old boys and girs. 

“Tf,” declared Mrs. Hale, “the 
mothers would boycott from all their 
parties the girls who rouge, who pet, 
who wear the wrong sort of clothes, it 
wouldn’t be long before ‘ everybody’ 
would cease to do these things, and 
mothers could once more have control 
of their children.”

MORE GOVERNMENT IN 
BUSINESS. 


The contention that agriculture needs more credit 
at this time, we think, is not only erroneous but if 
acted upon, as some of the advocates of rural 
credits legislation demand, will bring injury to our 
benefit. The unnecessarily 
drastic deflation from which we are recovering 
seems to have spread among farmers the notion 
that easy credits afe a good thing. The contrary 
is true. A loose system and loose methods would 
be a serious danger to the farmer, and he is as 
interested in a system which will restrict agri- 
cultural credits wi.hin a clearly safe field as the 
banker. An unsound extension of credit is in the 
long run an injury even to the man who receives it. 

Some very radical bilis have been proposed at 
the present session of congress but will not be 
pessed, though they will probably appear at the 
next session, perhaps with more prospects of adop- 
tion. ‘The well considered Capper bill will and 
ought to be enacted, and also probably the Strong 
bill, which increases the limit on federal farm loans. 
But a third measure, known as the Lenroot-Ander- 
gon bill, which may be passed, does not commend 
itself, in our judgmen 

This bill amends federal farm loan act by 
establishing in each federal land bank a separate 
“farm credits” department with $5,000,000 as 
capital provided from the federal treasury, $60,- 
000,000 in all. These departments are authorized 
to discount for or purchase from any national or 
#tate bank, trust company, rural credit corporation, 
incorporated live stock or farm credit company, 


association, or codperative marketing association of 
agricultural producers, or any other federal land 
bank, with its indorsement, any note or similar 
obligation, the proceeds of which have been ad- 
vanced or used for certain purposes. Loans may 
also bé made, subject to certain restrictions of the 
farm loan board, direct to codperatfve associations, 
if the notes or obligations are secured by warehouse 
receipts or chattel security. The federal land banks 
are empowered, subject to approval by the federal 


debentures with a maturity of not moré than five 
years. The debentures are tax exempt, as in the 
case of farm loan bonds. Other provisions need 
not be given here. 

The radical agrarians object because $60,000,000 
is a paltry sum. We think it is too much; is, in 
fact, a draft on the public funds not now justified 
by conditions. Both radicals and conservatives 


gage system, the proper subject of the land loan 
banks, with an intermediate credits or farmers’ 
marketing credit system, is not likely to produce 
desirable results. The head of the Farmers’ Na- 
tional council, for example, points out that “the 
investing public is extremely careful about its in- 
vestment in funds, and should the federal land 
bank system be extended, as provided in the Len- 
root bill, to handle marketing credit as well as 
mortgage and production credit as at present, many 
investors will undoubtedly be alarmed and the 


federal land loan bank will be seriously in danger. 
The machinery set up by the Lenroot bill is also 
cumbersome, and the provision that an equal 
amount of the funds shall be provided by the gov- 
ernment in each of the land bank districts fails to 
take account of the varying demands for marketing 
credit in different sections of the country. 

In our opinion, the basic objections to the Len- 
root-Anderson plan, which will be more fully dis- 
cussed another day, are that it is an unnecessary 
extension of government operation into private in- 
dustry, and that the extension is in a form which 
promises incompetent management. In other words, 
the bill sets up with government capital new bank- 
ing agencies which will be manned by a mediocre 
political personnel and which will not in practice 
prove to be efficient instruments, though endowed 
with considerable powers. 

In our opinion, the Capper bill will provide all

A FIVE MINUTE JOB FOR 


CONGRESS. | 
Chicagoans interested in the welfare and growth 
of their city recently were pleased by news from 
Washington that congress had declared non- 
navigable a portion of the west fork of the south 
branch of the Chicago river, making it possible to 
fll this open sewer. Subsequently it transpired 
that through some oversight or trick of legisla- 
tion the section of this open sewer running approxi- 
mately between Kedzie avenue and Western avenue 
was not covered by the act. 
In order to obtain authorization to complete the 
fill, and thus make possibile the extension of Blue 
Island avenue over the approximate route of the 
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| new act is necessary. The same arguments which 


convinced congress of the justice of the first act 
should pass the second. | 

The stream, or rather the cesspool, never was 
navigable, and never can be needed for naviga- 
tion. It is a menace to health and an expense to 
the city and county for bridges, viaducts, etc. The 
city council and the county commissioners have 
asked that it be filled. There are no logical arguU- 
ments against it. But there is danger that in the 
rush business in the closing of the present 
session of congress it will be pushed aside. That 
would mean long delay. 

Any intelligent member of congress from Cook 
county must realize the situation“if he gives the 
matter a moment's thought. They have been 
supplied with maps and comprehensive informa- 
tion by Ald. Charles 8. Eaton, chairman of the 
council committee on efficiency, economy and re 
habilitation. They would be doing their constitu- 
ents and their districts a service out of all propor 
tion to the effort if they would put this bill through. 
Five minutes of effort in congress now probably 
would save us years of delay in an important publie 
improvement. 


A STAIN ON UNIONISM. 

Monday morning’s newspapers carried eight col- 
umn headlines introducing a dramatic story of the 
killing of Stephen Kelliher, a so-called labor leader, 
by “Danny” McCarthy, another labor leader of 
similar repute, in a crowded south side café. The 
shooting was spectacular because of the environ- 
ment and the notorious character of participants | 
and witnesses. 


Out. of the whole unsavory affair one thought 
comes uppermost in our minds. It is aroused by 
such excerpts as the following from the newspaper 
account of the killing: 

“McCarthy, widely known for his exploits as 
the codefendant of ‘Big Tim’ Murphy and 
‘Frenchy’ Mader in the recent so-called terrorist 
murders.” 

“The killing of Kelliher was the climax of anoth- 
er of Chicago’s interminable labor wars.” 

“McCarthy is associated with William Curran, 
known as ‘ Doc,’ as business agent for the plumb- 
ers’ union. McCarthy’s police record is that of 
having shot Policeman Loula, who arrested him as 
a draft evader. 

“McCarthy, Maloy, and Kelliher have been asso- 
cilates of Thomas Kearney, former president of the 
Chicago Building Trades council. Kearney was 
under arrest more than a year ago in connection 
with the murders of Adolph Georg Jr. and Géorge 
Gast. Charges against Kearney were never 
pressed.” 

That gives the background for this shooting. 
It is the same background which has appeared 
again and again th a score of Chicago labor siay- 
ings such as that of “ Mossy” Enright, “ Dutch” 
Gentleman, Peter Gentleman, Lieut. Lyons, Joseph 
Cooney, Emmett Quinn, and others. They are al- 
ways doing it. 

It means one thing. The perquisites of union 
labor domination by unscrupulous leaders and busi- 
ness agents are worth miore than human life. The. 
conspiracies, corruptions, and jealousies of such 
union officials bring abott murder among them- 
selves. It is because money and power are at 
stake. Some men are willing to kill for either. 
To such men slugging, intimidation, coercion, and 
abuse of the workers who make up their unions 
are minor incidents. 

Yet it is these workers who, consciously or un- 
consciously, willingly or under protest, furnish the 
power, the profits, and the weapon for blackmail 
by which such leaders fatten. Why is this? The’ 
majority of these workers are honest, industrious, 
conscientious citizens. Why do they lend them- 
selves to crime, extortion, and coercion? Ignor- 
ance? Perhaps. Timidity? Perhaps. Weakness? 
Perhaps. Whatever the reason, the result is clear. 
It appears in killings such as that of Kelliher. 
It appears in unauthorized strikes or unwarranted 
strikes. It appears in sluggings and bombings 
and blackmail. It takes toll of the honest worker 
to the profit of the dishonest leader. It gives unions 
and union men a bad reputation, frequently unwar- 
ranted, and always costly. Why cannot and why 
does not honest union labor clear its skirts of 
such foulness?— 


' JOBS HERE FOR BRITISH 
WORKERS. 


A news dispatch from London tells a sad story 
of the collapse of the hopes of the British army of 
unemployed which marched upon the city a few 
weeks ago. Folled of their purpose, deserted by 
their leaders, more miserable and hungry and 
poverty-stricken even than they were when they 
entered ‘the city, they are straggling back to their 
homes. There is no work in England for them 
to do. | 

At the same time representatives of the largest 
employers of labor in the United States are exert- 


ing every effort in Washington to break down the | 


present immigration restriction laws, to allow 
the immigration of more workers. They are 
threatening the future of this country by seeking 
to increase the unassimilated alien population. 
Would not a smal] fraction of their effort and 
propaganda expended in Great Britain obtain better 


and more immediate results than their attack upon 
a wel) founded though new immigration policy in 
this country? British immigrants have not, by a 
large percentage, filled their quota of permissible 
immigration. Potentially, they may be as good 
Americans as their forebears in the seventeenth 
century. They need jobs. If we need workers, why 
not invite therm over?

Chicago, Feb. 15.—It needs no more 
than a glance at existing conditions to

It is 
a fact that for many years the quality 
of immigrants has gone down steadily till 
now we get few which are of any use 
except as the lowest paid and most un- 
intelligent labor. European govern- 
ments do not let their good and valuable 
citizens leave if they can help it, but, 
as they have been doing for many years, 
cHeerfully unload on the “ States” all 
the criminais, degenerates, anf paupers 
they can induce our consuls to accept. 

In our political and industrial life the 
preference goes very often to the alien: 
not because he is better or more inteili- 
gent than the native but because he wii! 
work cheaper or because he can command 
many votes; not on his own or his 
party’s merits but on the score of his na- 
tionality. This is a scandalous and ruin- 
ous condition.,, We eannot hope to con- 
tinue prosperous if we continue to dilute 
our citizenship with the most inferior 
materials in the world.

It was learned today that Remington 
had applied at a private detective 
agency for a bodyguard on the night he 
was slain. 

Miss Estelle Lesage was questioned 
both by Capt. Home and District At- 
torney Thomas Lee Woolwine today.

This sob story from a distant” federal! 
court recalls the protestations of leaders 
of the railway shopmen’s strike last sum- 
mer, who asserted that their men were 
being ground down into peonage. They 
published menus of breakfast composed 
entirely of oatmeal, prunes, and coffee, 
all nicely calculated in calories by social 
workers, to prove that a man could not 
live on railroad wages. The machinist’s 
helper probably skimped on calories to 
buy gas or went broke substituting eggs 
for prunes,
